- endeavour to prove by the followlng experience 
of my own: Many yeara ago'l was light weight 
jockey to the Inte George Payne, as he was 
fam{Uarly known on the Turf, Mr. Payne was 
atall, milltary looking man abont sixty, with 
usually avery stern expression on hie face, unless 
he happened to be on good terms with himself, 
and then his countenance wore a happy cheerful 
Kind of smile do far ea its sharp set expression 
would allow.
